The Communications Regulator has published a new document for Radio 
Experimenters. This handbook replaces the previously issued Guidance Notes and will 
be updated from time to time. It aims to answer questions for those interested in 
obtaining a Radio Experimenter license, as well as act as a reference for current Radio 
Experimenter License holders. 


It covers topics such as "What are Radio Experimenter licenses?", "Special License 
Types" and "Interference? What should I do if I hear misuse of air waves?". It is
